I've spent the last couple of days working on a Heathkit TT-1 tube 
tester that I recently purchased, and have traced one of its several 
problems back to the unit's meter itself. For transconductance 
measurements the TT-1 feeds an AC signal to this meter. Within the 
meter is a diode bridge (selenium?), which rectifies the AC for the DC 
meter movement. 


During my troubleshooting I noticed that this meter's resistance 
was different depending on the polarity of ohm-meter's leads applied to 
the meter's terminals. Digging deeper, it seems that one of the diodes 
in the internal bridge is shorted (I'll verify this tomorrow when I 
perform brain surgery on the meter). 


Now here are my questions: 


1. Does anyone know if the bridge in this meter is selenium, or 
something else? 


2. If selenium, can I simply replace it with a bridge made of 
silicon diodes, or is the on-voltage significantly different between 
the two? I'm not sure if this would be a problem, but... 


3. Any other "gotcha's?" 

I'd like to use small diodes: perhaps 4 - 1n4148 diodes. I'll 
measure the DC current rating of the meter tomorrow and check that the 
current isn't a problem (but I can't imagine that it would be). Any 
thoughts or suggestions?

This is my first post to this group - let me know if I don't do it right! 


I recently bought a few government surplus items I am curious about: 


AN/TRM-3 (A VHF Signal Generator) consisting of: 


SG-24/TRM-3 Generator, Sweep 

CY-194/TRM-3 Case, Test Set 

MX-1981 Attachment, BNC Female to Probe Tip 

DA-138 Attachment, BNC Female only (Termination?) 
MX-1982 Attachment, BNC Female & Male (Attenuator?) 
CN-374 * 
Another Unmarked "" 

Manufacturer is Transitron. It has a CRT display, the function of which I 
am uncertain. I count 34 tubes plus the CRT, seems to have some kind of 
tuned 

cavity oscillator. Frequency range is 15 to 400 MHz in six bands. Power 
out is 

-125 to +15 dBm. Modulation AM/FM/CW. One of the more impressive-looking 
tubes is marked 5R4WGA. On power-up no fuses blow, I can hear a motor but 
see no blower, CRT trace lights up, and I hear enough occasional pops 
(sound kind of like momentary arcs) that I shut it back off. 


TS-1993/ALM-48 Spectrum Analyzer (I have 4, at about 100 lbs each) 


Front Panel says "Broadband Spectrum Analyzer" and "General Electric". 
Large hole for a plug-in unit, only two had plug-ins, one X-band and one 
S-band. 

Bad news is it wants 400Hz power. Didn't count the tubes, but some of them 
are very tiny and apparently soldered in. One very interesting 
metal-encased contraption has an N Male, an N Female, and wires (for 
power?), some kind of amplifier maybe? 


Tektronix R647A Oscilloscope (0S-203/GRA-111) (I have two) 


Dual trace, dual timebase, don't know the bandwidth. 19" wide, rack 
mountable (I'd use a rear support - this unit is very heavy) One has had 
its power connector (on rear) unprofessionally replaced with a standard 
connector. This one works great. The other still has an oddball connector 
and I haven't checked it. The plug-in units seem to be all solid state, 
but the chassis has some tubes (in addition to the CRT). I'd like to find 
a manual for these. 


This last item really doesn't belong here but may be of interest: 
TS-2059/AWM-18 RF Test Set. Apparently some find of radar field strength 
meter, has a fiberglass window in the case, inside there is a horn antenna 
leading to a diode detector - the guts are solid state. It wants a bunch of 


mercury batteries. I have a dozen of these, most with beat up cases, two 
are "new" and pretty. 


None of this stuff came with a manual. I'd like to hear any comments from 
the group on any or all of it. I'm open to suggestions as to what I might 
do with it. If you want any of it, I like to trade. I'm currently looking 
for a couple of quality general coverage HF receivers, BA or more recent, 
as well as usable ham gear. I will be at Dayton on Saturday only, and 
could carry a few pieces there if anyone wants to see them.

All this talk about TBX's reminds me that I have a TBW-3 power 
supply/modulator section which is lonely for it's mates. 


This unit is all original and the front panel is quite clean cosmatically. 
It is missing both side covers, but the rear bug screen is in place. (I've 
cleaned the dirt out of the bottom compartment and the rest of the 
insides.) There doesn't appear to be much corrosion, if any. The ceramic 
terminal slab on top of the main transformer is cracked, but 
functional/repairable. 


This is the unit that had the RF modulator included in the power supply 
section and was used with a portable gasoline generator for "Advance Base" 
installations. It's covered on page 47 of Volume II of the Surplus 
Conversion Handbook.
